In the .statements of m any officials speaking for 
the governm ent and its war 
agencies

again th a t note of concern over the civilian attitude 
toward the war which has been oiMcialdomT favorite 
worry 
T his time, the them e of the worry is th a t we civil­ 
ians m ay not realize th e terrible pie <• of the fo rth ­ 
coming invasion of western Europe; th a t we m ay not 
understand fully the evident, fact th a t th e United 
States has Just begun to fight; thai we may be com ­ 
m itted to an attitude of selfish opportunism and th at 
this may cripple the war effort in its climax, as far 
ac Europe is concerned. 
As on every previous occasion, there is superficial 
evidence of these dangeis 
Tile national psychology. 
it is true, hardly can be called ideal for a climactic 
effort when such powerful minorities as railroad and 
steel workers have been considering work stoppages 
over wage disputes 
Moreover, in the absence of p re­ 
occupation with remote incidents, perhaps more a t ­ 
tention is b e n g given to ingenuity in dealing w-ith 
civilian shortages th a n can be justified in wartime 
But Ute national psychology is not static 
It is 
subject to sudden and violent changes 
It has been 
in a continuous state of flux since the beginning of 
the war in 193.), as is evident in the changes of policy 
that have occurred since then. 
Sometimes it has pre- 
tefmfneU policy; at other times it has been influenced 
by policy 
But it never has stood still for long. It will 
not stand still now 
The people have had the opportunity recently of 
digesting some of the implications of the war which 
piVviouMy had not concerned them

such related wartim e problems as manpower, tax*- 
an d m aintenance of civilian necessities, such as t r a n s ­ 
portation 
They have listened to the experiences of
